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Bright future for renovation of Chance glassworks site

A HUGE lighthouse could stand at 
the centre of the redeveloped for¬ 
mer Chance Brothers Glassworks 
site in Smethwick, planners behind 
the proposed £10 million scheme 
have revealed. 

The group aiming to renovate the Spon 
Lane site by bringing homes and employ¬ 
ment want the structure as a centrepiece. 

The monument, 
which bosses hope 
would be lit, would pay 
homage to the site’s 
successful past. Reflec¬ 
tive glass used in many 
lighthouses around the 
world was produced by 
Chance for decades. 

The glass face on 
London’s Big Ben was 
also made there. 

New designs show the lighthouse overlooking the 
M5, surrounded by other revamped buildings. Plan¬ 
ners previously said a lighthouse could include a bea¬ 
con which could be seen for miles. 

Much of the site, including the iconic seven-storey 
building next to the motorway, has fallen into ruin 
with the Chance Glass Works Heritage Trust desper¬ 
ate to be given the green light to regenerate the area. 

Iconic 

The group is committed to retaining a link to the 
history, with the lighthouse to serve as a reminder of 
what used to be. A lighthouse was mooted as a possi¬ 
bility when the plans were revealed, with the initial 
designs now providing confirmation. 

The group is ruling nothing out at this stage, even 
suggesting investigating the possibility of relocating a 
working Chance lighthouse to the site. 

Trust chairman Graham Fisher said: “We have 
people on our side who believe it could be an iconic 
representation of the site but it has to be carefully 
thought out.” 

It is hoped the development could be created in the 
next 10 years. The masterplan is at an embryonic 
stage, with the trust concentrating on trying to find 
the £10m of funding it would need to bring the ambi¬ 
tious scheme to fruition. 

The trust is also facing another obstacle which it 
says is holding up the plans. 

A skip hire firm uses part of the eight-acre site and 
has submitted an application to remain for a further 
11 years, leading to a row with trust leaders who feel 
the presence of the firm could interfere with their 
plans. 

However, representatives of the skip firm rubbished 
the claims, saying there is no reason the regeneration 
could now go ahead with them there.

robber given 10-year stretch 


AN armed robber who threatened and 
stole money from a taxi driver has been 
jailed for 10 years. 

Anthony Hoey had an imitation sawn- 
off shot gun and a kitchen knife when 
he robbed a taxi driver during the early 
hours of March 2. 

Hoey, of Mulwych Road, Tile Cross, 
Birmingham, booked a taxi to collect 
him from outside the Wheatsheaf pub, 
in Coventry Road, Sheldon. 

He asked to be taken to Oldknow 
Road, Small Heath, and when they ar¬ 
rived he refused to pay the £6.60 fare. 
Hoey pointed the gun and knife at the 


driver, made threats and demanded 
money. 

The driver gave Hoey £100 in cash 
from his pocket, he also took around 
£50 in loose change. Hoey then left the 
car and ran off towards Byron Road, the 
court heard. 

Tracksuit 

Officers quickly identified Hoey and 
arrested him a few hours later, shopping 
in the Bull Ring. 

The phone used to call for the taxi was 
in his pocket. 

Detectives also discovered a tracksuit 


matching the description given by the 
taxi driver, a metal knife and toy shot¬ 
gun box. 

Hoey initially denied the offence but 
later pleaded guilty to robbery, posses¬ 
sion of an imitation firearm and posses¬ 
sion of a bladed article. 

He was sentenced at Birmingham 
Crown Court last Thursday where he 
was jailed for 10 years - seven years for 
robbery, with an extended three year 
sentence, five years for possession of an 
imitation firearm and one year for pos¬ 
session of a bladed article - all to run 
concurrently. 


Crime fear reduction 
earns bus station prize 

A BUS station’s efforts to prevent 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
have earned a national award. 

Cradley Heath bus station was 
praised for its preventative measures 
and was awarded Safer Bus Station 
status after assessments by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and the British Parking 
Association. 

The checks include management and 
maintenance of the station - ensuring 
there are appropriate levels of surveillance, 
lighting, signage and cleanliness. 

Bosses said these criteria are known to 
reduce the opportunity for crime and the 
fear of crime, creating a safer environment 
for customers. 

Safer Travel Manager Mark Babington 
said: “This accreditation is a national first 
and demonstrates that we have in place 
measures which help to deter criminal ac¬ 
tivity and anti-social behaviour. 

“It proves we are doing everything we 
can to prevent crime and reduce the fear of 
crime in the bus stations.” 

The station is owned and run by Trans¬ 
port for West Midlands, the transport arm 
of the newly-formed West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority. 

It was prepared for the assessment by the 
Safer Travel Partnership, which consists 
of TfWM, West Midlands Police, British 
Transport Police and transport operators. 

Councillor John McNicholas, outgoing 
chairman of the region’s transport deliv¬ 
ery committee which oversees TfWM, said: 

“It is fantastic that not one but two of our 
bus stations have been recognised with this 
award. 

“This success is down to the hard work 
of station staff and members of the Safer 
Travel team who do so much to ensure all 
our facilities across the network are of the 
highest and safest standard. 

“We now hope to extend the accredita¬ 
tion to the remainder of our bus stations.” 

Mike Gardner of the British Parking As¬ 
sociation said: “I am delighted that TfWM 
and the Safer Travel Partnership have re¬ 
ceived these awards. 

“This is a relatively new scheme, but as 
more people use public transport than ever 
before and the fact that we are moving to¬ 
wards more interconnected transport net¬ 
works, the time was right to extend crime 
prevention schemes into these areas.”

A FUNDRAISING mission has begun to 
raise up to £30,000 to help a little boy 
from Wednesbury undergo a life-chang¬ 
ing operation to help him to walk. 

Four-year-old Sam Fellows has Deple- 
gic Cerebral Palsy meaning he suffers 
with muscle stiffness and can’t play with 
his friends and six-year-old sister, Lisa. 

Sam was diagnosed with the rare con¬ 
dition in September 2013 but now doc¬ 
tors have considered him for a special 
selective dorsal rhizotomy (SDR) oper¬ 
ation used to improve muscles in cere¬ 
bral palsy. But despite being referred to 
Leeds Hospital, funding for the opera¬ 
tion was pulled in March. 

Now a campaign by parents Jen and 
Simon has got under way to raise as 
much money as possible to grant Sam 
his wish to walk. Mrs Fellows, aged 36, 
said: “The operation would mean that 
Sam would be able to walk better and 
eventually without his aids. 

“They would shave the nerves in his 
spine and enable him to make it easier to 
walk. We were incredibly sad when NHS 
England pulled the funding in March 
and said it could take up to two years to 
sort anything out.” 

A yellow themed event was held in 
Wednesbury town centre to raise aware¬ 
ness and let people meet Sam.

SANDWELL Council staff remem¬ 
bered a much-missed colleague on 
Sunday, who was killed in the Tuni¬ 
sian terror attack a year ago. 

Adrian Evans, who lived in Bilston, 
began working for Sandwell Council 
as an appren¬ 
tice in 1983. He 
was murdered 
along with his 
78-year-old fa¬ 
ther Patrick 
and 19-year-old 
nephew Joel 
Richards on 
June 26 last 
year. 

The terror 
attack left col¬ 
leagues stunned and one year on his 
workmates said they are still strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with what 
happened to a man they described as 
‘the ultimate professional who would 
always go the extra mile for anybody’. 

Earlier this year, staff at Roway 
Lane, where Adrian worked, joined 
with his family to mark what would 
have been his 50th birthday. 

They unveiled a memorial area and 
bench next to his office window. 

They also announced an appren¬ 
ticeship awards scheme in his name. 

Mr Evans had managed the author¬ 
ity’s gas services team. 

Adrian Scarrott, neighbourhood 
services chief, said: “For the gas 
team, the bench is where they meet 
to particularly remember Adrian. His 
colleagues made it and created a spe¬ 
cial place in his memory.Speaking at 

Fears raised over 
lack of warnings 

FAMILIES of the Tunisia terror at¬ 
tack victims raised concerns about 
a lack of warnings for travellers at a 
pre-inquest hearing. 

Relatives of some of the 30 Britons 
murdered in the resort of Sousse last 
year fear not enough was done to alert 
holidaymakers of 
the terror risk in 
the country. 

The attack 
came just three 
months after 24 
people - includ¬ 
ing Shropshire 
solicitor Sally 
Jane Adey - were 
killed at the 
Bardo Museum 
in Tunis in March. Andrew Ritchie 
QC, who represents 17 families in¬ 
cluding Suzy Richards, said the For¬ 
eign Office had potentially failed to 
require holiday companies to warn 
Britons of the dangers. 

He alleged that travel agents, in¬ 
cluding Thomson’s parent company 
TUI, had told the Foreign Office that 
they intended to use ‘reduced pric¬ 
ing strategies for further tourists to 
be enticed to Tunisia following the 
Bardo attack’. Howard Stevens QC, 
representing TUI, said the company 
‘will not accept the assertion’.

‘THE feeling of loss is as raw today as 
it was 12 months ago.’ The words of a 
Walsall FC director as he paid tribute 
to Joel Richards, Adrian Evans and 
Patrick Evans. 

The Saddlers played a hug part in 
the lives of this particular Wednes- 
bury family - and continue to be a 
source of comfort for Suzy and Owen 
Richards. All involved with the club 
felt the loss when the news about the 
trio’s deaths broke last year. 

Walsall commissioned three spe¬ 
cially made plaques which have been 
placed at Banks’s Stadium. 

Club secretary and director Daniel 


Mole said: “Our thoughts and prayers 
are with the family and friends of Joel, 
Patrick and Adrian. Today marks the 
one year anniversary of the Tunisian 
terror attacks and the feeling of loss is 
as raw today as it was 12 months ago. 

“Through this tragedy, our bond 
with the family - Suzy and Owen in 
particular - has grown and, like Joel, 
Patrick and Adrian, they are a part of 
the Walsall FC family. On days such 
as today, and always, we will remem¬ 
ber those that we lost whilst ensur¬ 
ing that we continue to be a source of 
comfort to those that we left behind.” 

Earlier this year Owen was hon¬ 


oured by the team he loves - being 
handed the inaugural Pride of Walsall 
FC Award at a club ceremony. 

Owen and his mother Suzy 
launched the ‘Smile for Joel’ charity 
earlier this month, which will work 
with Victim Support to help other 
families who have experienced trau¬ 
matic bereavement like they did. 

Suzy said her son was delighted - 
and surprised - by the award. 

Handing over the award, Mr Mole 
said: “We decided Owen deserved this 
award for all he’s been through in the 
past 12 months and the strength and 
courage he’s shown.” 


When dream holiday 
became a nightmare 


JUNE 26, 2015 was a stunning summer day in 
north Africa. The sun beat down on the beaches, 
as some tourists swam in the clear waters of the 
Mediterranean and others relaxed on sunbeds. 

For four members of the same Black Country family 
it was the first day of a dream lads’ holiday abroad. Joel 
Richards, his brother Owen, their uncle Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Patrick had travelled together to celebrate the 
end of Joel’s second year at the University of Worcester 
and Owen completing his 
GCSEs. 


They were a close-knit family 
group whose love for each other 
was clear to all who met them. 

But their dream trip turned 
into a nightmare less than 24 
hours after the quartet touched 
down in Sousse. 

They were among scores of 
tourists on the beach when a 
lone IS gunman opened fire on 
Western guests - killing 38 peo¬ 
ple, including 30 Britons. 

Owen survived. His older 
brother, uncle and grandad did 
not. The sparkling beach scene 
was instantly turned into some¬ 
thing altogether different with 
the actions of a single fanatic. 

Dignity 

Bodies lay prone among the 
sunbeds, while bloodstains 
spread across the sand. Gun¬ 
man Seifeddine Rezgui’s 38 
victims were covered with 
beach towels to preserve their 
dignity. And swathes of yellow 
and black tape set up by the Tu¬ 
nisian authorities soon denoted 
the site for what it was - a 
murder scene. More than 1,500 
miles away, Joel and Owen’s 
mum Suzy and gran Maureen 
were at home in Wednesbury. 

As the devastating details fil¬ 
tered back it is hard to imagine 
what they must have gone 
through - particularly Suzy, 
who flew out to Tunisia as soon 
as she could to be with her lone 
surviving son. 

In the days after the attack 
the sense of shock in the com-

munity was palpable. Three re¬ 
spected, upstanding citizens had 
been unconditionally slaugh¬ 
tered. 

Disbelief and sorrow inter¬ 
mingled in the emotions of all 
those touched by the tragedy, 
according to Wednesbury North 
ward Councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, who knew Adrian from his 
time working at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil. She said: “When I first heard 
what had happened it was un¬ 
believable, I just couldn’t take it 
in. I had spoken to Ade just the 
day before he flew out. 

“To hear the news about him 
but also then that he had lost 
his father and his nephew as 
well was absolutely shocking.” 

Joel was a 19-year-old football 
referee, while Mr Evans worked 
for Sandwell Council. His fa¬ 
ther, 78-year-old Patrick, lived 
in Wednesbury, and was Joel’s 
biggest fan - following him 
around on his refereeing duties. 

In the heart-rending days 
after the massacre, medics 
told how Owen comforted the 
injured despite having just 
witnessed the deaths of three 
members of his family. 

The day after the tragedy 
he was joined by Suzy and the 
pair flew back home together. 
Losing three family members in 
such horrific fashion has placed 
a heavy burden on those left 
behind. But Suzy and Owen in 
particular have shown remark¬ 
able strength in the past year.

THE loss of three family members in a sin¬ 
gle day could have crushed the Richards 
family. But the strength and willing shown 
by the pair since that fateful day has been 
astonishing. 

In recent months they have channelled 
their emotions into a charitable venture 
that keeps Joel’s name alive. 

Through Smile for Joel, the family will 
support other people who have found 
themselves in a traumatic situation like 
they did this time last year. 

Fundraising schemes have flown in thick 
and fast since the launch of the charity in 
April - including the sale of wristbands 
bearing the charity’s name. 

The biggest venture on the horizon for 
the charity is a fun run which takes place

Delivery driver jailed 
for death of his friend

‘TIREDNESS when driving kills - 
we all know that.’ 

That is what delivery driver Malkit 
Chaukria was told as he was jailed for 
causing the death of his friend after 
falling asleep at the wheel of his van 
and crashing into a lorry. 

The van veered off the motorway after 
Chaukria, aged 31, nodded off before 
smashing into the 
back of a broken-down 
44-ton truck at almost 
70mph. 

His colleague Ahron 
Ryan, 29, from Tipton, 
who was a front-seat 
passenger, was killed 
instantly. 

Chaukria, who had 
worked a 16-hour day 
before falling asleep, 
was jailed for two 
years and four months after a jury took two 
and a half hours to convict him of causing 
death by dangerous driving. He was also 
banned from driving for four years and two 
months. 

Chaukria of Hill Top, West Bromwich, 
who worked for Gill Transport, was badly 
injured in the crash. 

Emotional 

Before Chaukria was sentenced at 
Gloucester Crown Court, Mr Ryan’s 
mother Audrey Reid read out an emo¬ 
tional tribute to her son. She said: “I was 
so proud of my son, he was such a beautiful 
boy. I am devastated to have lost my son.” 

Sentencing Chaukria, Judge Michael 
Cullum told him: “You did not set out to 
kill him in any way - he was your friend - 
but his death was utterly avoidable. Tired¬ 
ness when driving kills - we all know that. 
You were trapped by a poorly paid job in 
exceptionally tiring conditions and the 
hours you were expected to drive were very 
long. But you knew that and you should 
have walked away from the job.” 

The fatal crash happened on the north¬ 
bound M5 near Tewkesbury in Glouces¬ 
tershire at 6.45pm on November 6, 2014 
- about 16 hours after Mr Chaukria had 
picked Mr Ryan up from home to set off for 
their delivery run. 

During the trial, the court heard how 
earlier the same day Mr Ryan had to wake 
Chaukria up when he nodded off.

Union chiefs 
in pledge to 
fight against 
privatisation 

UNION bosses have said they are 
prepared to fight any privatisation 
of Sandwell’s beleaguered children’s 
services department. 

Discussions are under way about 
the future of the services after recom¬ 
mendations made by commissioner 
Eleanor Brazil. 

The two options being considered 
are either to move children’s social 
care to a voluntary trust with the 
council’s co-operation, or to appoint 
an executive commissioner to oversee 
care. 

The final decision rests with Minis¬ 
ter of State for Children and Families, 
Edward Timpson. 

But UNISON West Midlands Re¬ 
gional Secretary Ravi Subramanian 
said the union had ‘a clear unanimous 
mandate’ for a ballot on strike action 
if any privatisation of the service is 
mooted. 

He said: “UNISON totally opposes 
any attempt by the Government to 
make any politically motivated deci¬ 
sion that privatises Sandwell’s chil¬ 
dren’s services into a so-called ‘trust’. 

“Our members in Sandwell have 
given us a clear unanimous mandate. 

“Should there be any proposed 
transfer out of the Sandwell Council 
into a private organisation our mem¬ 
bers want a ballot for industrial ac¬ 
tion to both protect their jobs and to 
ensure vulnerable children are used to 
generate profits for the private sector. 

“Our members in Sandwell know 
from experience that the private sec¬ 
tor has already failed to improve Chil¬ 
dren’s Services in Sandwell.” 

Damning review 
on superhospital 

A DAMNING independent review 
into the new £335 million Midland 
Metropolitan Hospital has revealed 
there will be 135 fewer beds than the 
Trust currently offers. 

The report, compiled by former 
NHS consultant for more than 30 
years, John Lister, says this will mean 
a 17 per cent reduction in the number 
of beds the Trust provides. It also ar¬ 
gues that the build would cost more 
to be privately funded than if public 
funded options were put in place. 

It comes as a blow to health bosses 
who have championed the site as the 
future of healthcare in Sandwell. 

However, Mr Lister argues that 78 
per cent of the proposed efficiencies 
are dependent upon savings on pay 
- with a near-halving of numbers of 
non-clinical staff. 


Canal festival returns 
to the Parkhead Locks

fee to be charged for the use of designated 
council land in West Bromwich town centre to 
operate a festive themed market throughout 
the month of December. 

Generate 

“Hopefully this will increase footfall in the 
town centre. It is some good news and hope¬ 
fully could increase in size.” 

The annual market in Birmingham city cen¬ 
tre has become a massive hit in recent years 
with the German beer and bratwursts particu¬ 
larly popular. 

Speaking last week, Sandwell Council leader 
Steve Eling said the scheme was part of a vi¬ 
sion to improve what is on offer to the public 
in the borough. He added: “We are looking to 
generate more income through local markets 
and bring people into West Bromwich as part 
of the process. We will certainly be looking at 
stuff around West Bromwich and Sandwell Val¬ 
ley in the run-up to Christmas.” 

It comes as a new weekly market was re¬ 
cently launched in Oldbury and bosses are keen 
to hold more across the borough. 

The Oldbury market is held on the council 
car park on Dudley Road alongside a car boot 
sale, featuring traditional stalls selling cloth¬ 
ing, homewares while food is also on offer.

AS FOR that other stuff, please can 
everybody just calm down. 

For all the bile that has been spouted 
on social media over the past few days, 
you would have thought there had been 
some sort of declaration of martial law, 
rather than a democratic vote to leave a 
customs union. 

We always knew the poll was going to 
be close, and one side or the other would 
be disappointed. 

But the amount of personal venom 
which has been expressed in the after- 
math of the Brexit vote is ridiculous. 

We’ve had people saying they are 
ashamed to be British, questioning 
whether the other lot are intelligent 
enough to vote, and saddest of all, peo¬ 
ple declaring that they can no longer be 
friends with those who voted the other 
way. 

It really is time for us all to grow up. 

Now when it comes to taking the rise 
out of politicians, I’m as up for it as the 
next man. 

But at the same time, we should also 
be extremely grateful for the fact that we 
live in a democracy where people are free 
to hold their own views and vote how 
they like. 

Suppose, for example, Zimbabwe held 
a referendum on whether or not to remain 
a member of the African Union.

PROCESSIONS, flypasts and an or¬ 
chestral performance - the Black 
Country and Staffordshire pulled 
out all the stops to honour British 
servicemen on Armed Forces Day. 

Commemorative events took place 
across the region over the weekend in 
recognition of the bravery and sacrifice 
of serving troops, veterans and cadets. 

Crowds who flocked to Himley Hall and 
Park saw a Spitfire take to the skies, while a 
Hurricane flew overhead at the RAF Museum 
at Cosford.

Hundreds of people came out for a parade 
through Wolverhampton city centre, which 
featured members of regular, reserve, vet¬ 
eran and cadet forces. The parade was led by 
a brass band and members of the forces were 
applauded as they passed people lining the 
streets. 

Impressed 

The procession started in Wulfruna Street 
and continued down Lichfield Street towards 
St Peter’s Church where a short service was 
held, with Mayor of Wolverhampton Barry 
Findlay leading the tributes. 

The event ended with a drumhead service 
on the church steps - the traditional form for 
a religious service attended by troops in the 
field. The parade took place in blazing sun¬ 
shine and the sudden downpour which fol¬ 
lowed during the service failed to dampen the 
spirits. 

David Tranter, aged 72, from Willenhall, a 
former member of the Royal Military Police, 
was among veterans who turned out for the 
service. 

He said: “It is important to say thank you.

There were also special performances at 
Himley Hall, where singing trio the D-Day 
Darlings performed some of the most popular 
songs of the wartime era. 

There was a touching tribute to ex-service 
personnel in attendance as they were hon¬ 
oured during a special veteran’s badge pres¬ 
entation. Hundreds flocked to the park, where 
a funfair kept children entertained.

NHS HEROES 

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes of 
the NHS, from a wide variety of 
backgrounds doing a wide varie¬ 
ty of jobs. 

Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust is one 
of the Black Country’s largest 
NHS organisations. 

It employs 7,500 people, many 
of whom live locally. 

Last year, the trust provides 
care from 150 locations. 

This week we highlight: 

LAURA BROWNE 

Heart Failure Nurse 



A BUILDING society will be em¬ 
barking on a year long fundraising 
campaign to raise vital money for 
the Teenage Cancer Trust. 

The West Brom Building Society 
will be taking on the challenge after 
its staff voted it charity of the year. 

Funds will go to helping young 
people people who are sadly bat¬ 
tling through cancer. The Teenage 
Cancer Trust enjoys a strong pres¬ 
ence in the West Midlands where 
it operates three specialist teenage 
cancer units at Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital Birmingham and the Royal 
Orthopaedic Hospital in Northheld. 


Charity fundraiser Emily Cooper 
said: “Every year around 200 young 
people in this region alone are given 
the devastating news that they have 
cancer and overnight their lives 
head in a different direction to their 
friends. 

“As a charity we receive no 
government funding and it costs 
around £900,000 a year to deliver 
our services in the West Midlands. 
This is why the support of organisa¬ 
tions such as the West Brom is vital 
to our work.” 

A team of West Brom staff called 
the ‘Peaky Climbers’has climbed up 
Snowdon raising £1,000. 


AN asylum seeker who exposed 
himself to a mother, two sisters 
and a couple has been jailed and 
faces deportation. 

Mohammed Saeed, who spent 18 
years in the Pakistani army, first fled 
to Britain because he claimed he was 
at risk from the Taliban. 

Saeed, of Benton Road, Birmingham, was 
drunk when he exposed himself on three 
separate occasions since 2014, twice while 
he was on police bail. 

On the first occasion, on October 26, 

2014, he exposed himself to a 22-year-old 
mother who was walking through Birming¬ 
ham City Centre with her young daughter 
at about 2.30pm. The woman tried to enter 
a newsagent but found her path blocked by 
Saeed before he committed his crime. 

Just under a year later, on October 11, 

2015, he took a bus to Dudley town centre 
and was spotted by two girls, just 14 and 
15-years-old, and exposed himself on Priory 
Road. Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that police were called and again arrested 
Saeed, who was already on bail. The police 
officer who tried to question Saeed on that 
day found him so drunk he fell asleep. 

Just five months later, at about 6.30pm 
on February 17, 2016, a young couple and 
a woman in Smethwick town centre saw 
49-year-old Saeed again expose himself. On 
bail for the second offence, he was again 
arrested. Saeed has admitted just the third 
offence - having pleaded guilty to that at a 
hearing in February this year. 

Judge Kristina Montgomery QC jailed 
him for a total of 15 months. 

For the offence in October 2014 he will 
serve four months and for the offence in 
October 2015 he will serve another six 
months. She handed him a further five 
months in prison for the February 2016 
offence. In the event he is released from 
prison and remains in the UK, potentially 
at a detention centre awaiting deportation, 
Saeed will be subject to a five-year sexual 


FROM dreams of fighting 
fires to the reality of nurs¬ 
ing people with heart fail¬ 
ure, Laura Browne fulfils her 
childhood ambition of being 
a hero every working day. 

Laura, aged 36, has always had her 
sights set on a career that involves 
helping and caring for people - it 
just evolved a little differently than 
she first thought. It wasn’t actually 
a nurse that Laura had dreamt of be¬ 
coming - when she was growing up, 
she had dreams of fighting fires. 

“I was absolutely livid when they 
told me I was too short,” she laughs. 
“After that I was a bit unsure about 
what career path I wanted to take, 
but then my mum pointed out an 
advertisement to be a nurse cadet at 
Sandwell Hospital, and that really 
sparked something in me.” 

She joined Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham NHS Trust when she was 17, 
fresh out of college and eager to learn. 
The trust sponsored her to qualify as a 
nurse, and since then she’s taken on a 
vast range of roles. “I started working 
in general medicine, and then worked 
as a district nurse in the community. 
Since I began nursing my interest has 
always been on adults suffering with 
chronic diseases, so when I saw a role 
had opened up in the community heart 
failure team I was keen to take it on.” 

Laura now spends most of her time 
on D7 ward at City Hospital, Birming¬ 
ham. However, she sees patients suf¬ 
fering from heart failure in A&E and 
on wards across the Trust, and advises 
on the most appropriate treatment for 
them. Sometimes the treatment is on 
the cardiology ward, and in other cases 
discharge home is best for the patient, 


so Laura refers them to the Commu¬ 
nity Heart Failure team. 

Laura adds: “I work closely with 
consultants across the trust as well as 
the palliative care team, who are ah 
extremely supportive to work with. 
There are lots of good things about 
my job, but there is sadness too when 
a patient is dying. What I take pride 
in is making sure that patients are 
comfortable, and that any wishes they 
or their family have are honoured.” 

Although she’s had a lot of expe¬ 
rience across the board in nursing, 
Laura cites her most valuable experi¬ 
ence as the time she spent as a nurse 
cadet 20 years ago. 

“I worked in the kitchens, behind 
reception, with the porters, as well 
as completing all my nursing duties,” 
she says. “It really taught me to ap¬ 


preciate all the roles in the hospital. 
The NHS is so much bigger than you 
think, and once you understand that 
it really broadens your view.” 

Laura was recently shortlisted 
for the prestigious Pride of Nursing 
Awards, a Birmingham-based scheme 
to celebrate excellent nurses across 
the region. Laura’s nomination came 
from a patient, which made it even 
more special for her. “The nomina¬ 
tion means so much to me, it always 
means the most when it comes from 
a patient.” 

Laura is incredibly family-oriented, 
and in her spare time loves to spend 
time participating in activities with 
her two young daughters. “My eld¬ 
est is really into swimming, so at the 
moment I feel like I spend all my free 
time down at the swimming baths!”

Council swallows 'bitter 
pill' to back WMCA plan 



Councillor Bob Piper Leader, Councillor Steve Eling 

Challengers' cash climbs 


‘IT’S a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low, but we’ve done it for 
the benefit of the people of 
Sandwell...’ 

These were the words of the 
leader of Sandwell Council, Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, after the agree¬ 
ment to appoint a directly elected 
mayor of the West Midlands Com¬ 
bined Authority (WMCA). 

The launch of the new authority, 
which is made up of Dudley, Walsall, 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton, Birming¬ 
ham, Solihull, and Coventry councils, 
will eventually take control of trans¬ 
port, economic development, hous¬ 
ing, skills and mental health services 
across the region. 

It will have £8 billion of funding over 
30 years - £36.5 million a year. The 
decision to appoint a directly elected 
mayor was approved at the meeting by 
61 votes for and one against. 

Legitimacy 

The meeting held at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil house recently, revealed how divi¬ 
sive the proposed combined authority 
continues to be. 

Councillor Bob Piper said: “I think 
the new mayor will lack legitimacy. 

“This has been described as a dog’s 
dinner, but I think it’d be more aptly 
described as a dog’s breakfast - this is 
only the start of it all. We don’t even 
have all the resources that other com¬ 
bined authorities like Greater Man¬ 
chester have. And now we’ve had to 
cave in to the Government’s directly 
elected mayor policy.” 

The formation of the combined au¬ 
thority has been delayed after it was 
challenged by Warley MP John Spellar 
in the Commons last week. However, 
in a paper set out at the Sandwell 
council meeting, it was agreed that the 
directly elected mayor should be paid 
£40,000 a year for their role. 


THE efforts of a team of volunteers 
from St John Ambulance who com¬ 
pleted a gruelling 24-hour fundraising 
challenge have given a boost following 
a generous donation by a charity. 

Sheldon Lions Club donated £300 
towards SJA’s Central District’s Three 
Peaks fundraising project, which saw 
a team of volunteers tackle the Three 
Peaks Challenge. 

The first aiders climbed the three 
highest peaks in England, Wales and 
Scotland in just 24 hours in a bid to 


raise funds to upgrade its existing 
radio equipment across Birmingham 
and the Black Country. 

Greg McKeown, the charity’s area 
manager for Birmingham Central, 
said: “We set ourselves a tough chal¬ 
lenge but it’s a fantastic cause. Our 
existing radio system has been in place 
for 12 years. 

“Our aim is to raise more than 
£10,000 to upgrade the current system 
to one that will mean better communi¬ 
cation between volunteers at events.”

AFTER stitching and sew¬ 
ing thousands of costumes 
for the last 50 years Hilda 
Faulkner still remains at the 
heart of Cradley Heath Oper¬ 
atic Society. 

Mrs Faulkner, aged 83, from 
Surfeit Hill Road, first got in¬ 
volved with the theatre society in 
1965 after hearing about a show 
through a co-worker. 

Little did she know that decades 
on she would be looking back on an 
illustrious amateur acting career hav¬ 
ing starred as the lead in numerous 
shows, while also making her name as 
the wardrobe mistress. 

“It has been a labour of love,” she 
laughed. “I first got involved when I 
was working in tailoring in Old Hill 
and the foreman was a member of an¬ 
other operatic society but his brother 
was part of the Cradley Heath one so 
I was invited along. I was 33 years old 
at the time. I initially started playing 
parts in the chorus and then eventu¬ 
ally became lead.” 

Over the years Mrs Faulkner has

taken part in shows ranging from 
Showboat, The King & I, Oklahoma 
and Carousel, taking on older parts as 
the decades passed. In 1979 she played 
the lead, Julie LaVerne, in Showboat, 
wearing a purple velvet dress with 
matching hat. Then, in 1995, she 
played Queenie, the hardworking 
ship’s cook, in the same show. 

“It was about 10 years after I started 
I got involved with the costumes. And 
because I worked in tailoring I be¬ 
came wardrobe mistress,” said Mrs 
Faulkner. 

“My forte is men’s clothing. I used 
to make my husband’s suits and when 
we got married, for the wedding, I 
made both my mother and father’s 
suits, my husband’s and the two small 
bridesmaids’ dresses. For the operatic 
society, we hire in costumes for the big 
shows but I worked with the costum¬ 
ier to make them fit. You can imagine, 
with people coming in all shapes and 
sizes, the costumes would need alter¬ 


ing. I couldn’t cut them because they 
had to go back. 

“Whenever anybody asks what my 
favourite one to make has been I can’t 
say because they have all been spe¬ 
cial and unique in their own way. I 
loved playing Julie in Showboat.’’Mrs 
Faulkner has also been chair of the 
society for around 28 years. It even be¬ 
came a family affair too her daughter, 
Kay Woodhouse, became secretary. 
Her two granddaughters are also both 
involved with Sally Gage, 36, becom¬ 
ing a choreographer and director, and 
Liz Compton, 32, a leading actress. 

“Looking back over 50 years has 
brought some wonderful moments and 
lots of friends.” 

The group, formed in 1908 as Cra¬ 
dley Heath, Old Hill and District Am¬ 
ateur Operatic Society, changed its 
name in 1964 after moving to the Civic 
Hall in Brierley Hill.

Ambulance calls to 
prisons on the rise 

AMBULANCE call-outs to HMP Featherstone have 
rocketed with paramedics attending almost twice a day. 

Crews were sent to the prison on 92 occasions from 
April 1 to May 23 this year. During the previous financial 
year, paramedics attended 267 times over the 12-month 
period. Over the whole of 2014/15, crews were called on 
just 127 occasions. 

The figures, released by West Midland Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice, do not reveal how many call outs related to prison¬ 
ers or staff, or how many of the call-out were related to 
violent incidents. Of those call outs at Featherstone, 19 
have resulted in conveyance to hospital this year. 

In the previous year, 118 were taken to hospital, with 
71 the year before. The ambulance service could not 
comment on why there had been such an increase in 
calls but Jamie Arrowsmith, a spokesman for the ser¬ 
vice, said: “We have to treat every call the same.” No-one 
from the Ministry of Justice was available to comment. 
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Prostitute 
stole from 
client with 
disabilities 


A PROSTITUTE burgled and stole from a 
vulnerable client with learning disabilities 
in order to fuel her heroin addiction, a court 
heard. 

The male client became infatuated with mother- 
of-three Toni Shepherd after paying her for sex on 
several occasions, prosecutor Mr Phillip Brunt told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 


Shepherd, aged 24, took 
advantage of that and on 
two occasions burgled his 
home with male aides tak¬ 
ing valuable items which in¬ 
cluded his prized Xbox and 
50” television. 

On two separate dates she 
personally nabbed the vic¬ 
tim’s iPhone which he had 
to replace three times as a 
result of her criminality. 

Shepherd, of Dorsett 
Road, Darlaston, was given 
a 30 month jail term at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
on Monday (June 27) having 
admitted two counts of bur¬ 
glary and two of theft. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz, 
said to Shepherd: “You be¬ 
friended this man and you 
must have quickly spotted 
he was ripe for the taking. 
You abused that relation¬ 
ship on a number of oc¬ 
casions and you did that 
because you were a drug ad¬ 
dict and you needed to fuel 
your addiction.” 

The client, who has a 
learning disability and dys¬ 
lexia, began having sex with 
Shepherd in December. 

Mr Brunt said the victim 
called her his girlfriend and 
believed himself to be in a 
relationship with her. 

She first capitalised on the 
situation by taking two men

to his home and demanded 
his Xbox, which the court 
heard he spent a lot of time 
playing. When he refused to 
hand it over, one accomplice 
held him down while the 
other seized the games con¬ 
sole valued at £500 and an 
iPhone worth £150. 

The relationship was such 
that the client continued to 
see Shepherd. And when 
a replacement phone was 
delivered to his home, she 
signed for and stole it. 

Ten days later on Decem¬ 
ber 28, she again stole a re¬ 
placement phone while the 
man was in his bathroom. 

The final burglary took 
place just days later when 
an accomplice forced his 
way into the home and took 
a 50” television worth £600. 

Mr Brunt, said: “The 
victim knows he had been 
taken advantage of and he 
thinks it is because of his 
learning disability. He feels 
used and abused and is 
angry.” 

The court heard Shepherd 
was spending between £20 
and £30 each day on heroin. 

A restraining order was 
issued preventing Shepherd 
from contacting the victim. 


Pupils take away 
in school time 


ONE in four children have ordered a takeaway meal to 
their school, according to new figures. And a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton councillor has described the shock survey, by The Roy¬ 
al Society for Public Health as ‘worrying’. 

The study also found that up to 40 per cent of those 
youngsters surveyed could walk to a fast food outlet within 
two minutes of the school gate, even though nearly half 
admitted that fast food was the biggest cause of obesity. 

Tettenhall Regis councillor Udey Singh believes the sur¬ 
vey revealed people’s inner anxieties about their relation¬ 
ship with food. He said: “These are worrying figures, given 
that 42 per cent of 10 to 11-year-olds are obese, but it is 
encouraging that more young people now acknowledge that 
a healthy diet is important. The message is getting across 
but there is still a lot of confusion and uncertainty about 
the quality of food labelling.” 

The RSPH has called for restrictions on fast food outlets 
selling their products to children during the school day. 
Councillor Singh added: “This would be difficult to enforce 
but the sentiment is understandable.”

A LANDLORD has been or¬ 
dered to pay nearly £4,000 
after being found guilty of 
failing to apply for a House in 
Multiple Occupation (HMO) 
licence. 

Five students were found to be 
living at a property belonging to 
Mohammed Yousaf but he did not 
have a licence to allow multi oc¬ 
cupancy. 

Yousaf, from Hall Green, Birming¬ 
ham, was convicted in his absence 
after failing to attend Birmingham 
Magistrates Court. 


The charges relate to a three-storey 
property based in Rookery Road, Selly 
Oak, with five bedrooms, a shared 
lounge, kitchen and one shared bath¬ 
room, plus an en-suite with external 
access. 

The property was referred to Bir¬ 
mingham City Council by the Uni¬ 
versity of Birmingham’s community 
warden, whose team had identified it 
as a potentially unlicensed HMO. 

As no HMO licence application had 
been received for the property, council 
officers visited the address in October 
last year and spoke to one of the ten¬ 
ants, who confirmed that five students 
lived there. 


An inspection of the property iden¬ 
tified numerous issues, including a 
damaged fire door for a second floor 
bedroom held together with a piece 
of wood, no smoke detector in the 
ground floor living room, a tumble 
drier installed in the escape route, no 
self-closers on any of the fire doors to 
bedrooms and no fire blanket in the 
communal kitchen. 

Yousaf, 34, who also admitted four 
breaches of the HMO Management 
Regulations and finally applied for an 
HMO licence on 18 December 2015, 
was fined £2,000 and ordered to pay 
£1,758 court costs and a £100 victim 
surcharge. 


ADVERTISING on bus shelters 
across the West Midlands is set to 
net more than £15 million income 
over the next five years. 

Transport for West Midlands 
(TfWM) has awarded the contract 
to advertising giant Clear Chan¬ 
nel. And bosses have pledged that 
revenue goes back into the net¬ 
work to help pay for the upkeep of 
vital infrastructure. 

As part of the new contract 
Clear Channel will pay a fixed fee 
each year for the exclusive sales 
rights to advertising panels on a 
third of shelters throughout the 
West Midlands. 

The new contract, which goes 
live on July 1, will see the num¬ 
ber of digital advertising screens 
at bus shelters across the region 


increase to 300 over the next five 
years. 

Councillor Roger Lawrence, 
transport lead for the West Mid¬ 
lands, said: “We can reinvest in 
better services for the benefit of 
passengers. A notable example is 
that this money has funded a lot of 
our highly successful Safer Travel 
work - which has seen a fall of 70 
per cent in crime on public trans¬ 
port over the last eight years.” 

Dave Huckerby is Clear Chan¬ 
nel’s development director for 
Adshel, the brand used to sell the 
advertising seen at bus shelters 
across the UK. He said: “We’re de¬ 
lighted to be working with TfWM 
to continue to deliver outstanding 
advertising opportunities across 
the West Midlands.”

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Shops boss Burr says New 
Square has turned a corner 


BOSSES at New Square shopping centre say that they aim 
for ‘continual future growth’ as footfall has increased by 3.5 
million in three years. 

Centre manager Steve Burr spoke of his joy at how the centre has 
turned into a major retail and leisure complex ahead of its third anni¬ 
versary. “West Bromwich has evolved as a retail destination as before 
shoppers were exported elsewhere,” Mr Burr said. 


“Over the past three years we have 
over achieved what we set out to do. 

“We opened this centre on the back 
of the biggest economic downfall and it 
took 15 years to get it from an idea to 
actually open. Our visitor figures con¬ 
tinue to grow - just in December gone 
we had more than 900,000 people here 
and we expect to hit a million for this 
December too.” 

Mr Burr also spoke of how the night 
life is something they want to invest 
more into the coming years. 

“Our restaurants and Odeon cinema 
have boosted the night-time economy 
and there is potential to come. We have 
a great local network and infrastruc¬ 
ture and it gives people the chance to 
shop local in their community. 

Added 

“We never expected to compete with 
Merry Hill but we have given that 
extra choice with brands that had pre¬ 
viously left West Bromwich.” 

Visitor numbers to the shopping 
centre shot up by 25 per cent between 
January and September last year. 

Last summer was the centres busi¬ 
est too - seeing a total of 650,000 shop¬ 
pers flock to the complex each month 
in June, July and August - 12.5 per 
cent up on 2014. 

The arrival of shops such as Specsav- 
ers, Thomson, Funky Monkeys and 
The Interceptor pub have also added 
to the complex over the past year. 

Mr Burr continued: “Since 2013 
one of our main highlights has been

working alongside Sandwell Hospital’s 
children’s wards and raising money for 
them from our various events. 

“Bringing Primark here was a main 
anchor too, especially with car parking 
right next to it. To get the right mix of 
fashion, food, value and entertainment 
was what we wanted. We want to see 
continued investment and growth in 
the town as well as New Square too. 

“We want to continue to work with 
Sandwell Council and look forward to 
a further two to three years of contin¬ 
ual growth. The future looks bright 
for us.” The 473,000 sq ft leisure des¬ 
tination recently won an award for its 
security team too. 

They were awarded the prestigious

Rubbish and 
damage left 
by travellers 

A GROUP of travellers have left bags of rub¬ 
bish and churned up turf on a grass verge in 
Oldbury. 

Around 20 caravans descended onto Bran¬ 
don Way, less than a month after they had 
last took over the spot. 

Dozens of white vans, trucks and cars dis¬ 
appeared on Friday, June 17, but left behind 
mounds of tyre tracks through the turf and 
mud. 

It comes just weeks after Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil sent environmental officers to clean the 
site after toilets, doors, windows and bags of 
household waste were left following a previ¬ 
ous traveller influx. 

A Sandwell Council spokesperson said: “We 
are aware of the latest mess that travellers 
have left behind and the clean up will begin 
over the next couple of days. 

“The grass will need to be assessed.” 

Councillor Bawa Dhallu had previously 
said in the media, that he was concerned that 
travellers kept coming to the area surround¬ 
ing Brandon Way. 

He added: “We have moved them from a 
couple of places recently - it’s not good. 

“It costs the council hundreds and hun¬ 
dreds of pounds every time to clean up.” 

On Monday scores of travellers also set up 
camp on the car park of a community centre 
in Dudley - just days after dozens had moved 
off land in parks across the borough.

Bug and Coseley Spider

THE Dudley Bug and the 
Coseley Spider are among 
the major scientific finds 
taking pride of place at the 
revamped Lapworth Muse¬ 
um of Geology, which has 
opened in Birmingham after 
a £2.7 million refit. 

The museum, at the heart of the 
University of Birmingham, has 
undergone a massive refurbish¬ 
ment. It aims to explore life in the 
Midlands over the past 3.5 billion 
years, with displays looking at 
rocks, fossils, volcanoes, earth¬ 
quakes and dinosaurs. 

The Dudley Bug is a 428 million year 
old trilobite. They looked like giant 
woodlice and the fossils were found 
in the limestone caverns under Dud¬ 
ley. The Coseley Spider, or Eophrynus 
prestvicii, is a spider-like arachnid 
from the late Carboniferous Period, 
which around 315 million years ago. It 
was a predator chasing its prey before 
finishing it off with its powerful jaws. 

Earthquakes 

Also on display will be the JJ Shaw 
seismograph. Mr Shaw (1873-1948) 
was a West Bromwich-based pawnbro¬ 
ker who became interested in earth¬ 
quakes. 

He built a device to record earth¬ 
quakes, using bits of bikes, tin cans, 
knitting needles and anything else he 
could find. 

When it turned out that it actually 
worked he had his prototype preci¬ 
sion-made and turned his greenhouse 
and cellar at his West Bromwich home 
into a mini production line. 

The seismograph was distributed 
around the world and became the 
standard device for measuring earth¬ 
quakes. 

Shaw also recorded earthquakes at 
his seismic observatory in his home. 

The Lapworth Museum has been 


closed for nearly two years prior to the 
re-opening last week. 

Museum director Jon Clatworthy 
said: “The new exhibits will provide a 
far more hands-on approach to learn¬ 
ing about the 3.5 billion years of his¬ 
tory we showcase.”

Katie's story triumph 
helps her heal after op 



AN inspirational teacher who 
was diagnosed with a brain 
tumour has published her 
first book after winning a na¬ 
tional children’s story com¬ 
petition. 

Katie Smith, of Stourbridge, 
was struck down with debilitat¬ 
ing headaches just weeks after re¬ 
turning from her honeymoon with 
husband Luke. 

Following her diagnosis the 31-year- 
old was told that she may not live to 
see her 40th birthday. 

But now she has won a writing com¬ 
petition launched by ITV’s Lorraine 
Kelly. 

Katie, who is head of English at a 
Wyre Forest school, said: “Not long 
after I got back from my honeymoon, 
I started to have dreadful headaches. 
I assumed that they were migraines. 

Urgent 

“I was referred for a scan and al¬ 
though it was requested as ‘urgent’ I 
wasn’t too worried. That evening I had 
a call from my doctor who broke the 
news that they had found something 
and I needed to go to Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham straight 
away. Luke and I cried together and 
agreed that we would take things a day 
at a time.” 

Katie’s operation lasted four hours 
and 90 per cent of the tumour was re¬ 
moved. In February she was told that 
there was a one-in-three chance the 
tumour would be back in five years 
and that there was only a 50 per cent 
chance of her making it to 40. 

She decided to make a bucket list 
while also dealing with her mother’s 
prognosis of Non-Hodgkin lymphoma. 

“Over the weeks we’ve spent quite 
a lot of time sitting around watch¬ 
ing daytime TV together and when 
we saw Lorraine Kelly announce her 
Top Tales competition to find a new 
children’s author we decided that we 
would enter,” said Katie.

“I was the only one who actually did 
and when I was invited onto the show 
and it was announced live that I was 
the winner, it took my breath away. 

“When I was off-camera the tears 
just wouldn’t stop. It was wonderful 
to have achieved something like that 
at such an awful time. To be told that 
the publishers knew little if anything 
about my brain tumour and be reas¬ 
sured that I didn’t win on a sympathy 
vote and that it was all about the story 
was just what I wanted to hear.” 

The book, called The Pumpkin Pro¬ 
ject, will be published by Hachette 
Children’s Books in autumn. The

main character is a kind eight-year- 
old called Lottie who together with her 
grandpa sets about growing a pump¬ 
kin for a school project and becomes a 
celebrity in the process. 

Katie said: “My goals at the moment 
are to see my book published and to 
be among the 20 per cent of people 
who live for more than five years after 
a brain tumour diagnosis. The public 
support for an online petition backed 
by Brain Tumour Research was in¬ 
credible.”

NO Time to Work Out? As a mom 
of two (both under the age of six), 
I often struggle to fit my own 
workouts in. I teach five classes 
a week and although I get a good 
cardio workout, its only enough 
to help me maintain my current 
level of fitness. 

I do work out with a PT some¬ 
times but I’ve been injured for 
about three months so have been 
unable to attend sessions. 

Government guidelines rec¬ 
ommend that to stay healthy, 
adults aged 19-64 should try 
to be active daily and should do 
at least 150 minutes of mod¬ 
erate aerobic activity such 
as cycling or fast walking 
every week, and strength ex¬ 
ercises on two or more days 
a week that work all major mus¬ 
cles (legs, hips, back, abdomen, 
chest, shoulders and arms). 

Now 30 minutes of exercise five 
times a week isn’t always feasible 
for a lot of people and so my ad¬ 
vice is to break it down into 3 x 10 
minute sessions. 

This could be a walk to and 
from work/school and then a 
10-minute home workout. How 
can I work out at home, I hear 
you cry? Its really not that dif¬ 
ficult, get up 10 minutes earlier 
and do a series of exercises, (mak¬ 
ing sure you warm up first) such 
as squats, lunges, jumping jacks, 
press-ups and sit-ups.

Redundancy fears for ICS 
in the wake of BHS crisis 


FIRMS in the West Midlands are owed more 
than £2m after the collapse of BHS - includ¬ 
ing a logistics firm in Smethwick. 

More than 60 companies are said to be affect¬ 
ed, with one said to be owed more than £400,000. 
Halesowen denim jeans and jackets manufacturers 
Fundamental Fashions is owed £403,000 while Alan 
Nuttall Partnership, in Dudley, is owed £95,500 for 


display work. 

ICS Distribution, which 
is based in Halfords Lane in 
the town, is owed £93,500. 

The firm, which operated 
one of the main warehouses 
for ladieswear for BHS at 
its six-acre site at Halfords 
Lane, said that potential re¬ 
dundancy letters has been 
given out to employees. 

A spokesman said: “We 
are still working for the 
administrators and at the 
end of the day should not 
be owed anything. The loss 
of BHS will have an impact 
on our operation. It has 
shaved £250,000 off our bot¬ 
tom line. It was one of our 
biggest customers. We may 
have to lay off people.” 

Shoemakers Kidder¬ 
minster Footwear, is owed 
£72,800 and garden furni¬ 
ture business Mir & Co, in 
Oldbury, £72,000. 

A report by administra¬ 
tors Philip Duffy and Ben 
Wiles of Duff & Phelps 
shows that in total £48.54 
million is owed to the 1,214

trade and expense creditors 
that have come forward. 

They expect a unsecured 
creditors to get back just 3p 
in the pound once £55m has 
been paid to secured credi¬ 
tors,which includes £35m 
to BHS’s former owner 
Arcadia Group. It was an¬ 
nounced earlier this month 
that BHS’s 163 shops would 
disappear from the high 
street after administrators 
failed to find a buyer. 

Fundamental Fashions 
managing director Harvey 
Gatehouse said he was in 
negotiations with the ad¬ 
ministrators to take stock 
that had been made to BHS 
orders. “Losing BHS means 
we are losing 10 per cent 
of our annual business. We 
have been supplying BHS 
since we started in business 
in 1998,” he said. 

The firm employs about 
20 people at its site at Alcora 
Building Mucklow Hill.

Virtual frontages help 
maintain good footfall 



Graphics are being used to transform empty retail units 


IS an empty shop an eye¬ 
sore or an opportunity? 
High Streets will always 
have some empty retail, 
and how this empty re¬ 
tail is used is the key to 
maintaining a healthy 
High Street. 

The key to the effective use 
of empty retail is to consid¬ 
er the shop front as outdoor 
media whilst it is vacant. As in 
any outdoor media the appli¬ 
cation needs to be both sym¬ 
pathetic and eye catching but 
most importantly it needs to 
relate a message. 

The challenge is more acute for 
long term empty or derelict retail 
as often these sites are having a 
significant negative effect on the 
local area and transforming them 
can help increase the viability of 
local retailers as well as offering 
a new service to residents and 
visitors. 

City Dressing’s recent work in 
Ballymoney is a good example 
of how local cultural references 


can be used to increase footfall. 
Building loyalty in retail is more 
traditionally achieved by financial 
incentives. Our initiative in Bally¬ 
money proves that music and his¬ 
tory can be just as effective. 

The graphics celebrate the mu¬ 
sic of Joe Holmes and the poetry 
of George Shiels. 

This was achieved through 
virtual graphics that replicated 
a music studio, a pub, a gallery 
and a cafe. Using QR codes, both 
Joe’s music and George’s poetry 
can be downloaded and enjoyed 
by everyone. 

The installation has been such 
a success that we are launching 
a book and music festival in the 
town.’ Commented Ms, Johnson. 
This will dramatically increase 
footfall to the town.’ 

We are using this approach to 
good effect in West Bromwich 
as part of a rolling campaign to 
make sure all empty retail is taken 
care of and used for the good of 
the community. No two projects 
are the same and our work in 
West Bromwich is to promote the 
potential of area as well as cele¬ 
brate local history and culture.

New Square management and the police tackle crime together 


FOLLOWING a number of 
reports received, officers 
have been tackling an¬ 
ti-social behaviour in the 
town centre - in particular 
around the Duchess Pa¬ 
rade area. 

A dispersal order was granted by 
the West Bromwich inspector which 
resulted in a number of youths dis¬ 
persed from the area and an arrest 
for one who failed to disperse. 

Further work around those indi¬ 
viduals identified will take place, 
including the use of acceptable be¬ 
haviour contracts. 

A male was identified for causing 
damage in New Square and arrest¬ 
ed. 

He admitted the offence at his in¬ 
terview and showed remorse. 

As a result, the police, working 
with New Square Management, 
agreed that the male would receive 
a conditional caution, the condition 
being that he would carry out litter 
picking in the area as a way to re¬ 
coup the money back lost through 
the damage. This has now been 
carried out. 

Following a small spike in bur¬ 
glaries of commercial properties in 
the town centre, in particular public 
houses, a male was arrested at the 
scene of one of the breaks. 

Neighbourhood officers worked 


hard with colleagues in the investi¬ 
gation team. 

To help collate evidence which 
resulted in the male being charged 
with five offences in total and he is 
now in prison. 

This has resulted in a dramatic 
decrease in that type of offending 
within the town. We are also be¬ 
ginning to do some work with the 
Centrepoint Church/charity around 
street drinking. 

The aim is to address issues 
around habitual street drinking with 
a multi-agency approach, signpost¬ 
ing those responsible for such be¬ 
haviour to partners/organisations 
that may be able to help. 

This work involves Sandwell 
Council, Public Health England and 
will be taking place over the next 
few months. 

There are also the awareness 
sessions coming up around the 


public space protection order that 
I think you will probably be aware 
of, provisional dates are in July/ 
August.

• crime figures have been con¬ 
sistent with any spikes being ad¬ 
dressed with additional patrols 
leading to arrests.

F ollowing the success of Sex and 
the City and Fifty Shades of 
Grey, some people may think 
that Ann Summers parties now seem 
rather tame. 

However, Sophie Rundle, who stars 
in ITV’s new drama series Brief 
Encounters as Steph, a woman who 
starts a new career selling exotic 
lingerie and marital aids in 1980s 
Sheffield, admits that handling the 
vintage props left her a little flustered. 

She says: “I thought after about five 
minutes it wouldn’t be funny 
anymore.

Sophie hopes the characters aren’t 
the only ones who are going to be 
inspired by Brief Encounters.

‘There’s been a huge change and I 
think it will continue.

After a hearty breakfast delivered 
proudly by our eldest, on the decked ter¬ 
race of our Espirit, three-bedroomed mobile 
home, most days were spent around the site 
enjoying the fantastic facilities.
